night and early Wednesday morning, 
with the result that lives of three 
families and their homes were saved 
only by the valiant efforts of Menlo 
Park firemen. 

Shortly after 8 o’clock Tuesday 
night the youths set fire to dry grass 
on land at Selby Lane near Austin 
avenue, in Atherton. The flames 
swept down on the home of Dr. Al- 
bert Howard, before they were ex- 
tinguished by the Menlo department, 
summoned by Atherton police. The 
blaze covered a big area. 

A lantern, protecting motorists dur- 
ing the iwdening of the Middlefield 
road, was hurled intu a field of dry 
gras just outside the Atherton city 
limits by the youths shortly after 2 
o’clock Wednesday morning, authori- 
ties said. The flames quickly spread 
over two acres of land near the Dum- 
barton cutoff, and bore down on three 
homes in the vicinity. Once more life 
and preperty were saved by the ar- 
rival of Menlo firemen. 

The lantern was found by Constable 
Jack Grill. Chief of Police Gover 
Mull of Atherton, co-operating with 
Grill and Menlo fire anu police of- 
ficials, Wednesday latucnea a_ thor- 
vugh investigation into the incendiary 
fires, and stated they expected to 
make several arrests soon. 

Grill believes the youths are minors 
and are camping or vacationing in the 
vicinity of Menlo Park or Palo Alto. 

Authorities are looking for the fire- 
bugs traveling in a small coupe. The 
car was seen hurrying from the blaze 
that swept over the Sharon estate in 
Menlo and other property recently.

For those who attended the bril- 
liant concert given last Sunday in the 
Woodland Theatre where Bruno Walt 
er wielded a seemingly magical baton 
over the personnel of the San Fran- 
cisco Syruphony Orchestra, no urge is 
necessary to persuade them to take 
advantage of the privilege of hearing 
Europe’s most distinguished conductor 
again next Sunday. 

Music lovers and symphony orches- 
tra enthusiasts, by the score, are glory 
ing in the feast of music being serv- 
ed for the final concerts of the Wood- 
land Theatre series, with Walter the 
presiding genius. 

Because of the policy established 
this season, whereby the programs 
given on Sunday afternoons differ 
somewhat from those given in the city 
on Tuesday evenings, many patrons 
are taking advantagy of the oppor- 
tunity to hear the two programs giv- 
en each week during Walter’s brief 
stay in Northern California. 

Complying with a request of the 
Music Commitee, Walter is including 
in his second program a very modern 
work—“The Symphonte Classique” of 
Serge Prokofieff, which will have a 
special interest since in the writing of 
this work, the Russian composer is 
supposed to have attempted to catch 
the spirit of Mozart and put down 
that which, if he were living now, 
Mozart might have put into his scores. 
Since Walter is very generally accept- 
ed as the greatest living interpreter of 
Mozart, his reading wr this modern 
work will prove unusually interesting. 
The program will also include a real 
Mozart composition— “Kleine Nacht- 
musik”—one of the almost innumer- 
able works whic hMozart wrote for 
various special occasions.

THE STAR SPANGLED BANNER 


is familiar with 
the story of Francis Key Scott who 
stood upon the deck of an enemy ship 
while the British were shelling Balti- 
more, and who there wrote the first 
verse of our Nationas anthem. Per- 
haps there are comparatively few read 
ers who know the source from which 
the inspiring) melody in connection 
with the words was drawn. 

The music is that of an old song 
called “Anacreon in Heaven.” ‘This 
song was sung at tne fortnightly 
meetings of a society called the Anal 
creontic Society, which meetings were 
held at the Crown and Anchor Tav- 
ern, in the Strand, toward the close 
of the 18th century. It was a musical 
society which wa sorganized for the 
purpose of giving concerts. It was 
also a very exclusive society, member- 
ship being valued very highly by the 
elite of the day. It is recorded that 
Haydn was a member at a certain 
period during his life. 

It was the custom of the president 
of ttis society to sing the constitu- 
tional song, “To an Anacreon in Heav 
en” at the begininng of each meeting 
or to deputize someone to sing it. 

It is therefore interesting to note 
that our own National anthem is 
drawn from sources which were en- 
kirely British and which were olso 
widely varying. We owe the inspira- 
tion of the words of the Star Spangl- 
ed Banner to the British guners who 
were shelling Baltimore during the 
War of 1612 and that is a debt we Owe 
to war.

FIVE TRUNK HIGHWAYS ADVO- 
CATED BY ROAD ENGINEER 


Five trunk highways are needed on 
the peninsula. Providing that the pend 
ing argument between the Southern} 
Pacific Company and the State High-| 
way Commission is settled, the Bay- 
shore highway will be completed from 
San Mateo to Embarcadero road, Palo 


Alto by the end of 1935. 

Those were the principal statements 
made by Col. J. H. Skeggs, district 
engineer of the state highway com- 
mission, at a public meeting held in 
Masonic Hall, Menlo Park on Tuesday 
evening, when he spoke on highway 
deevlopiment along the peninsula. 

Declaring that 10U-foot rights of 
Way are needed on all trunk lines on 
the peninsula, Colonel Skeges urged 
that all possible influence be exert- 
ed for the acquisition of land which 
will open two additional arterials from 
San Francisco to the middle of Santa 
Clara County and increase the land 


values of the areas affected.
